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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As stated in the previous action, Basso et al 
teach the claimed limitation of "translating the mapping policy and the network policy into device-specific commands" by teaching the 
configuration of the routers based on the QoS and service fields (page 4 paragraphs 0029-0032, pages 5-6 paragraph 0042). 
Furthermore, Edmondson does sufficiently teach the claimed limitation of "definining a customer policy and device specific commands, 
wherein each policy target comprise a network device that includes an interface assigned a role name associated with the customer 
policy" by disclosing the assignment of role names to router interfaces associated with specific customer policies (page 2 paragraphs 
0018-0020, page 7 paragraph 0128). The customer policies in Edmondson are translated into QoS command-line interface commands for 
controlling the routers according the customer's policies (pages 7-8 paragraphs 0128-0134). Applicant's arguments are therefore 
unpersuasive and the rejection under the prior art is maintained. 
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
